NORTH LOUP, Neb, Jan. 3 —To the
Editor of The Bee: I might describe the
shell of which & Lste appeared in The
Boe a few weekn ago. The object 1a to
Bet the greatest amount of the highest
explosive known to ochemical sclence
Wwithin & shell which may be fired from
the high-powered guns. You ask how thia
may be done, knowing that the very high
explosives are so very sensitive to vibra-
tien.  The real problesn waa to arrange
the mechanical part of It to a simplicity.
I have done a great deal of work on the
design to arrenge the parts and reduce
the parts to four or five piecea which
will stand the shock of the gunfire, The
ahell 8 to be arranged Into as many
soparate compartments running the full
longth of It as therse are slements com-
poaing the explosive. In the conter is a
small barrel an Inch In diameter, run-
ning parallel. Within thisa barrel is an
auger, either end running through woaden
pistons which close the ports of the com-
partments te the barrel. This auger,
when It begine s rapld movement after
the discharge of the shell, by a time fuse,
draws the platons off from the ports,
forming a bearing for the ends of the
auger, This s offected by & right snd
left thread on the ends of Lthe auger. A
lquid explosive s to be used. It f» gen-
